Report of Library Trustees. 


The Trustees respectfully present the following report: 

The Board organized last Spring, and a Committee of its 
members was appointed to prepare a list of books for the full 
Board to pass upon. | 

It was however thought best not to expend the money, given 
by Mr. Nelson Ordway for the purchase of books until a suita- 
ble place could be prepared for them. 

In November the town voted to appropriate a sum not ex- 
ceeding $200.00 for library purposes. 

The Trustees have since fitted up a room for the library in 
the house of Mr. W. F. Williams and punenasen books as shown 
in the Treasurer’s report. 

There remains, from the book fund of $1000.00 a balance of 
$46.68 in the hands of the Treasurer. 

The Encyclopedia selected is not yet complete and a portion 
of this money will be set apart to pay for the remaining vol- 
umes as they are published, the balance will Me expended for 
new books. 

-The card system of cataloguing is now in general use. If 
rightly understood and used it will prove a valuable aid to the 
patrons of the library. Catalogues of the books will soon be 
prepared for home use. Insurance has been effected on the 
library property but the Treasurer’s report does not show this 
item as no bill has been presented.

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The library was opened for the first time, Wednesday, Feb. 
6. Itis open, publicholidays excepted, every Wednesday and 
Saturday from 2 to 5 and from 7 tog p.m. The librarian re- 
ports Feb. 23, that 242 persons have already taken out books. 
This early indication of general interest is very gratifying. ‘The 
Trustees recommend that this Board consist of three members 
who shall be elected for one, two and three years, respectively, 
and that at each annual meeting thereafter one Trustee be elect- 
ed for the full term of three years.
